My telephone rang about 
11 o'clock and as usual I answered with a cheerful “Good 
morning.” The call was from a man whom I had not seen 
for over two years. He asked if he could see me for a few 
minutes. Assuming he was in difficulty of some kind I 
suggested that he come right on up. This seemed a little 
inconvenient for him, and we spent some time discussing 
the best hour for an appointment. He finally came to 
my office and completely dumbfounded me by saying 
that he had had an exceptionally good year in business 
and wanted to take out some more insurance, I apologized 
to him for not offering to call at his office, and then we 
both had a good laugh over the incident. 

CHANGE OF THINKING 

I find that the best way of getting people out of 
trouble is to change their thinking For instance, abou! 
9:30 last Christmas Eve, as 1 was returning home, a man 
stopped me on the street, and asked if I could help him 
get something to eat. I noticed that he was a young fel- 
low, so I said, “Burely I will help you get something to 
eat, but you are pretty young to be doing this sori of 
thing.” I then cheered him up the best I could, gave him 
some money and went on my way.

About a week later, this young fellow called upon 
me one evening, and I could hardly recognize him. He 
was all dressed up, and cleaned up and excitedly told 
me he had a job. I said, “That's fine, how did it happen?” 
His reply was, “Well, I was coming over from Brooklyn 
on the subway, and I heard one man say to another, 
‘Mr. So-and-So is looking for a man to do some office 
work. I immediately remembered what you told me about 
my bank account—-1 drew out a large hunk of courage, 
and said to this man, ‘Would you mind giving me the 
mame and address of your friend, I can do that kind 
of work and need a job badly?'” After a littie question- 
ing this man gave him the name of his friend, and this 
young man went down and got the job. You can call 
that what you want. 

Let us take the case of a man a little higher up the 
ladder. An acquaintance of mine in New York who had 
always made between $25,000 and $30,000 a year, suddenly 
lost his position through no particular fault of his own. 
In talking over his situation with him one day he ad- 
mitted that he was quite worried about the future. I 
handed him a piece of paper and told him to put down 
the thoughts that were racing through his mind each 
day.

I finally held up the complete list before him and said 
“Now, when you come into the Grand Central Station 
tomorrow morning, just take this list over to one of the 
baggage stands and mentally check it there. Pick up 
these things again at night and take them home, if you 
must, but for heaven's sake don't carry them around with 
you all day long, because they will not do you any good.” 
This man caught the idea and next morning he sent me 
by messenger a great long list of things, negative things, 
which he had mentally checked at the station that morn- 
ing. He went out with a new spirit and in a short time 
had a new job, 

If there ts an Almighty (and who will say that there 

+ls not) is it not reasonable that He must be expressed? 
We have been expressing His demoralized opposite, and 
we are working overtime on that particular job today, 
That is the trouble with us.

proaching high treason to the commercial 
interests of Canada. 

Discriminatory freight rates, finan- 
cial “pull,” vested trading interests, were 
all arrayed against the westward move- 
ment of Alberta wheat, and only after a 
long and somewhat strenuous fight were 
conditions secured which permitted the 
flow of the Alberta grain through its na- 
tural and economic channels by way of 
Vancouver and Prince Rupert. 

An interesting light is thrown on this 
hostility to the opening and development 
of the western route by the figures show- 
ing the movement of Canada’s export 
wheat during the last crop year. Of the 
wheat shipped to Great Britain, more than 

5,000,000 bv: hels, just 13,681,978 bush- 
els went out through Canada’s Atlantic 
ports, while 34,970,915 bushels went out 
through Canada’s Pacific ports, and 86,- 
465,050 went to United States ports. 

That is to say, of the prairie wheat that 
moved eastward, one-sixth went oversea 
from Canadian ports, and five-sixths from 
United States ports. Two and a half times 
as much of our wheat went through Van- 
couver and Prince Rupert as went through 
Canada’s eastern ports. The Canadian At- 
lantic ports hailed, roughly, one-tenth of 
the export grain for Britain. Had there 
been no westward shipments on the same 
basis of calculation something like 20,000,- 
020 bushels would have gone oversea from 
Canadian ports and well over 100,000,000 
bushels from United States ports. 

Very plainly the opening of the western 
a has not robhed Canada’s Atlantic 
So far as the west- 
ern route has diverted traffic from the 
eastern routes, it has diverted five times 
as much from United States ports as from 
Canadian ports; and has left the Canadian 
ports six times as much prairie wheat to 
handle as they actually do handle.
